The Weight of the Taxcs.
JFrom the Hoston Post,

While the jourmals of the faction now in
power are telesvopically hunting out single
cnees of murder and waiming in farthest
Texas and Arkansas, oblivions of the scores of
wife and child murders close at hanod, the peo-
ple are impatiently demanding to know what
all that has to do with such a “living'' goes-
tion as that of the emormons taxes whioh are
anvually drawn from their pockets. The
speoial and snbordinate officers nnder the
guidance of this party may bring out as many
reports on the Government expenditares and
yosources as they like —there stands the great,
overshadowing faot still, that the rate of
taxation in this free and natarally rich
country reaches fourteen dollars for every
man, woman, and ohild in it. It ia prepos-
terons. We are taxed more heavily than the
¥oglish, and yet they have a debl almost
twice the size of ours, and a Church establish-
ment, & royal family, an immense navy, and
an army to support, Oar revennes for the last
fiscal year amounted to four hundred and
pixty millions of dollars, Enormous! That
Lias been going on for three years and more,
gince peace was secured. What has bean
done with these four hundred and sixty mil-
lions? Eogland manages to spend bul fonr
hundred millions, all her expenses included.
We spend sixty more. What besomes of it?

Is the debt diminished? No. Arethe taxen
lightened? No. Ninety millions go for for the
army. What the need of supporting so large
a foroe in & time of peace? Thirty millions of
it to keep twenly thonsand men in the South;
and three of the ten Southern States expressly
forbidden by a radical Congress to vote for
¥resident and Vice-President, for fear that
they may not vote for the radical candidates.
Yorbidden to exercise a olear constitutional
right, although the war was waged to compel
them to observe nothing but striot constita-
fional obligations | What the need of an army
in Btates like these, already impatient to ba
admitted to their relations within the Union?
But besides the army there is the I'reedmen’'s
Burean, costing, acvording to General Howard's
report, nearly fwelve millions from Janm., 1867,
fo0 Jan., 1868, And what appears on thesarface,
in this Bureau business, is but pebble stones
of expenditure compared with the solid rock
of extravagance underneath. Beven or eight
hundred thousand able-bodied black laborers
are taken from steady tasks, at whicl they
might aarn regular wages and gradually learn
ihe lesson of continence aund thrift, and intro.
duced to midnight party leagues, tanght mys-
terions passwords which lead only to vagrancy
and crime, and drilled in habits which foraver
anfit them for serviceabls industry. Were
these men—never more needed in the pros-
trated South than now—employed, a3 they
would be but for the idle teachings of vaga-
bond partisans, their applied labor would start
ap conlidence in that entire section, attraot
capital and immigration, guarantee peace and
prosperity, and help lift this heavy load of
taxation from the bent Northern neck. Besides
ryeduoing the expenditures by the withdrawal
of the army and the Burean, such a revival of
industry in the Southern States would bring
yevenue directly into the Treasury, and aid the
North in paying its lessened share by opening
the channels of business which radicalism has
po obstinately obstruoted.

This is simply what it has dome, and what
it might still do; but nothing is to ba looked
for from such & party different from what its
record declares of it in the past. The single
thing it has steadily refused to do ia to car-
tail the expenses of the Government. It may

rofess and propose economy in every other
orm, thiuking to hoodwink the people, but
until it cuts off the waste at ita soarce, it is
not honest and sincere in anything it says.
Congress adjonrnsd without actually reduc-
ing the expenditures or curtailing its crimi-
nal extravagance, There was a good deal of
talk about reducing the army, and abolishing
the Freedmen's Bureaa, and dolng several
other things of like character; but it all
amounted to just what Commissioner Rollins’
resignation did—nothing. It was a trick,
a catch, a blind, in the hope that the
eople wonld be deceived as they had
ong been defrauded. The appropriations
voted were comparatively moderate for elee-
tioneering purposes; but a large deficiency bill
will be certain to make up the lack befors the
end of the year. The fact still stands out,
that although four hundred and sixty millions
were taken from the pockets of the people for
last fiscal year, no movement has been
onestly made for the reduction of the public
expenditures, for staying this fearfally wasting
tide of extravagance, or for limiting the name-
less operations of corruption. The radical
party is committed to precisely the same order
of things which it followed last year, and has
followed for the three years and more since the
termination of the war,

The people nnderatand it all now. Thaey
gee with a clear eye what this power-sesking
faotion would conceal from them. Aund they
wait only for the day to come when they may
constitutionally exercize the fall measure of
anthority which reverts to their hands. They
will send away in disgrace a faction whose
highest conception of government is, that it
confers power on & few men to pray on the
rights and prosperity of & whole people.

The Two Plans.

The Boston Post declares that the Republi-
can party is not entitled to reapect because it
“‘presumes to present itseli without a clear
and well-settled plan of administratien.’ YWhat
the exact radical plau is, adds our contempo-
rary, ‘‘it would puzzle the best heads of their
own party to tell.,””  Of course, the inference
is snggested that the Democratio plan is clear
and well settled, and ia therefore better enti-
tled tlo the votes as well as the respect of the

Opla.

It is admitted by the Democrats that the
yeconstruction guestion is the Aaroun’s rod of
this campaign. In maguitude and importance
it overshadows all other questions, and by
their attitude in relation to it both parties
will mainly be judged. Yet, on this qnestion
the HRepublican plan of administration is
positive and definite, while that of the De-
mooracy, vaguely indicated in the platform, is
wariously interpreted by the different seotions
©f the party.

The plan by which the Republican organi-
wation seeks to justify its title to national con-
fidence 18 not egpeculative, No hypothesis is
sesumed in antioipation of its development,
it is now in operalion iu the ten Biates to
whioh it applies; haviog in seven falfilled the
expectations and purposes of its suthors, and
in the remaining three being sull in progress.
By the reconstruction measures the party is
prepared to stand; by thelr results it is willing
that its capavity for governing shall be esti-
soated. In its platform, it claims for them
the merit of assured sunoocess; and it binda iy
self to sustain the institutions growing out of
reconstruotion, and to prevent the peopls of

of anarchy.' | It pledges Maelf further
the prinqlpa of equal sullrage,

and generally to adbere to the positions it has

aspumed in the course of legisiation on these )

matters, We gubmit, then, that here is the
tolear and well ssttled plam of administration’
which the opposition demand. Here s the
vexnot plan’’ which the Post deolares has
no existence, but which in a Party sense has
been made irrevooable by the Chicago conven-
tion.

Can the Democratio party honestly say the
game of and for iteel(? At the instance and in
the worda of Wade Hampton, it pronounoes
the recomstruotion aots “‘a usarpation, and
nnconstitutional, revolutionary, and void,"
and it alzo calla for the "‘immediate restoration
of all the States to their rights in the Union."
The latter proposition is intelligible; althongh
its operation wonld mow be limited to the
three excluded States. The seven Blates
which have been restored to the Union need
po farther help; they have their rights in the
Union, including complate control of theirewn
aflaira, The other three the party would
bring in without conditions of any kind. 5o
far the Democratio plan is clear enough. DBat
who of the faithful will tell us its meaning in
regard to the sccomplished faots of reconstrae-
tion? What does the party proposs to do
with these? Will the Fost explain with what
objeots the party ‘‘presumes to present itself,"’
80 far ag the practival aspect of the question is
conoerned !

For two versions of Democratic desire and
duty are before the country. Frauk DBlair's
version prevailed in the Convention, and is
the one in vegue thronghout the South, The
opposition leaders of that section have almoest
to a man committed themselves to the view
which implies the overthrow of the recon-
struoted governments by force, and the ra-
establishment of white men's governments.,
One Southern journal has descended to par-
tioulars, according to whioh—if Seymonr be
elected—the Bouthern Democrats are to meet
in Convention, form other constitutions, pro-
vide for the organization of olher governments
on the white man's basis, and butcher freed-
men who dare to maintain the rights conferred
by Congress, This would be the consistent
application of the Blair doctrine as indorsed
by the Convention, aod incorporated in the
platform.

DBuat the cooler hends of the Northern De-
mocracy repndiate a programms which, be-
ginning in revolution, wonld end in anarchy.
Of this inore moderate view the World was at
one time an emphatic exponnder. No jour-
pal then showed more clearly the constitn-
tional difficulties which block the path of
those who wonld suddenly overturn the Gov-
ernmenta organized under the law. Noue
proved more conclusively that if the contin-
gency contemplated oceur, the President,
whoever he be, will be obliged to use the
power at his command to support the present
Governments against the combinations which
the Southern Democrats proposa to employ.
The World and loston ﬁunr, and the whole
brood of Democratic journals published in this
latitude, now evade the issue involved in this
question. Not one of them has manliness
enough to declare in what senss it receives
this featare of the Democratic plan, or to de-
clare in what light it would regard the prac-
tical exercise of the doctrine aflirmed by Dlair,
and accepted by the South. Mr. Seymounr
has dodged the question. Mr, Pendleton,
nenally as frank as he is courteous, passes it
over without & word. Not a single Damocrat
of mark, who has appeared in the Northern
canvass, has ventured to unfold his own
rendering of the plan, either by way of con-
demning or ratifying the Southern method or
giving it effect.

The Democratic plan, then, is not only not
“‘olear and well settled,”” put it is not honest.

It has two sides—one for the law-abidiog
North, the other for the law-defying malcon-

tents of the South. It is conservative or
revolutionary, according to the locality; the
variableness of meaniog being in itself an els-
ment of disturbaoce, which the bnsiness and
industry of the country cannot atford to en-
counter.

The Republican plan, on the contrary, has
but one meauing and one end. Its wainten-
ance of work performed under the law, and of
results realized in conformity with the gettled
principles of the party, is distinet and empha-
tie. Neither in regard to the principles or
form of reconstruction is there the shadow of
turning. What the party advocates in the
North it upholds in the Soath. And the whola
tendency of its efforts is to secnre the just and
perinanent peace which is the great need of
the nation.

The Revenue Superyisors.
Fyrom the N. Y. World,

Of all those who have read section 4) of
the nunconstitutional new tax law, there are
few, perhaps, who have penetrated the true
aim and underlying oharacter of the provi-
glons therein contained. It may have been
seen that twenty-five new offices are created,
the holders to be termed supervisors of in-
ternal revenue; but has the real object of
their ecreation also been perceived? Osten-
gibly it is for the promotion of the public
geod, by an lmprovement of the revenue
system, and under this guise it has been
palmed off upon the people. Bat those who
are gkilled in analyzipg radical legislation,
aud interpreling radieal actions generally,
will ges in this section a sigoificant por-
tien of a well-lasid couospiracy intended
golely for the extension of their party power.
These supervisors were plainly bronght iuto
the fleld to be used as political agents in the
radical interest; and to make them effeotive it
was necessary to give them unusual powers.
To whom the country is indebted for the origi-
nal conception we do not know, but we
gtrongly incline to the belief that Commis-
sioner Rolling had a large sgenoy imn It,
prompied by motives obvious to those who are
conversant with his political aspirations, To
insure appointment of the right men (in the
radical view of things), the appointing control
was exclusively vested in Mr. Rolling, regard-
lesa of the unconstitntionality of the vesture,
or its perniciousness as av act leadinq straight
to insubordination, from the demoralizing ex-
amwple set to the civil service throughout,

The scope of the power and the duties of
these supervisors can be stated most briefly Ly
giving the law itsell:—Lach one of them
“shall be mssigned to a designated
territorial district, to be ocomposed of one
or more judicial districts and territories.”
We have here an area of jurisdiction that of
itgell makes them of that superior class of
officers which the Constitution designed
sbonld be appointed by the President, not even
by a department head, much less by an in-
competent burean officer; —

*Itshall be the duty of every Supervisor = *
* tosee thst all Inws and rexalations relating
to the colleotion of inlernal taxes are faltnfally
execnied and compiled with, * * * gnd Lo
examine Into the etficlency and conduct of all
oflicers of internal revenue wilhin his distriot.”

It will thus be seen that every supervidor
becomes & sort of inguisitor and judge, com-
petent to determine upon the actions of every
excige officer within his official range; hav-
ing power to regulate the revenue aflsirs, em-
braced within most ample limits, accordin
to his own independent judgment. We oal
these dangerous and uowarranted powers.
They are not delegated, because the revenns
demands them for its protection and promo-
tion; for thope ends can mnch better bs at-
tained by placing a oompetent ohief at the
hond of the servive, who will give us an honest

and efMcignt organization in his own offioe
and it the two hundred and forty colleotion
distriotd in the conntry. Thay werse dale-
ated for the politioal benefit to be derived
rom the centralization in the hands of twenly-
five men of powers heretofore held by twenty
times that nnmber, whode appointment Con-
gress has outrageously usurped from the
President and placed by pretense of law in
the hands of one of thair tools, These super-
vikors are empowered to examine persons,
booke, papers, acoonnts and premises; to ad.
minister oaths and to summon any psrson to
appear bafore them with books and papers to
testify, and to compsl compliance in a sum-
mary manner. They have aldo powsr to make
avy ohavges they may see fit, in the assign-
ment of inspeotors, gaugers and storakeapers
to distilleries. In brief, they are given vontrol
of the eutire reveoue foros embraced within
the limits of a judicial district, from the asges.
gors and colleotors down to the lowest snbor-
dinate, And for the honest and effivient exer-
cige of these broad powers they are answer-
able to no one but the Commissioner of lun-
ternal Revenune, according to the statute. The
audacity, naurpation, and entire unlawfalness
of the scheme will be seen at once. It
becomes known at gight as a well-hatohed
congpiracy of the radicals, in and out of
Copogress, for obtaining hold of all the
avenues to politioal power, regardless of the
injury that may be dealt to publio or private
interests. All interests are inflexibly made
to bend to the one great, cardinal purpose of
perpetuating radieal rule throughout the
whole length and breadth of the land. The
very manner of appointment of the super-
visors is a flagrant violation of the organic
law, as we have recently shown. And to
this ontrageous abuse of petty power is added
the delegation of official powers to a sat of
olitical creatures that cannot but be regarded
¥ the commnnity at large as dangerons in
both nature aud degree. Wae call the atlen-
tion of the conntry—of the great body of tax-
payera—io this new feature in the radical
campaign, unparalleled in all the annals of
politieal history for recklessness, unlawfual-
ness, and petty trickery, and we ask if it is
the intention of volers to permit the con-
tinned domioation of a faction that has go
justly forfeited all claim to the respect and
support of hounest men, who have the true
gocd of the country at heart! The signs of
the times say it ia not.

General Grant and the D-emm-mry ~The
Lessons of Past Eleciions.
From the N. ¥, Herald.

The Democracy, in fighting the nnparallaled
assumptions of power, extravagances, corrap-
Uons, and grinding taxations of the prasaut
radioal Congreas, have snfficient materisl for a
vigorons and effective campaign againat the
Republican party and its Preaidential ticket of
Grant and Colfax. Very few of the Dumo-
oratic leaders, orators, or organs, however,
bhave the sagacity or prondence to seize the
advantages which are offered them in the usnr-
pations and crimes and plondera of the radi-
calg, while avoidiog the dangers of attempting
to disparage the publio services and blacken
the character of General Grant. Bat no poli-
tleal party can safely ignore or disregard the
lessons of past elections in referéuce to the
merits of principles or candidates.

For instance, in the campaign of 1828, be-
tween Jackeon and Adams—a campaign which
marked a mew organization of parties—the
Adams party unwisely adopted the policy of
& general hue and ory againat Jackson, as a
mwan whoss personal record and character
would make his eléction a lasting diagrace to
the country. Thus he was pressnted in the
administration newspapers, in pamphlets, and
bandbills, inoluding coffin handbills, and on
the gtump, a8 one of the most infamons oha-
raclers that ever existed. As a soldier he
was denounced as & tyrant and & bulcher, and
algo as an impostor, for his victories, it was
contended, weore due to other men. Asa
oivilian his gualifications were below medio-
ority, He was an igooramuns, who could
not write a single sentencs correctly,
snd who knew but little more of atfairs of
state than an untamed Chootaw. As a citi-
7en his character was that of a Sonthern
backewood ruffian, ever seeking ocoasion for
the exercize of piatol or bowie knife, and dan-
gerous to !riemfs and enemies. He was, mora-
over, represented as a duoellist guilty of deli-
berate murder, a shameless adulterer, and a
rowdy hero of oross-road taverns, horse races,
and political barbecnes. In short, if the sup-
porters of Adams could be believed, a more
scandalous and detestable nomination could
pot bave been made for the Presidenoy than
that of Andrew Jackson. Yet he was eleoted
by & very decisive popular and electoral ma-
jority over Adams, the model of all the vir-
tuee, because the people thought it proper to
rebuke this scandalous partisan abuse of a de-
serving patriot; and thus the very means em-
ployed to defeat Jackson ingured his trinmph-
ant election.

Buch was the lesson given to the adverse
party in the election of 1828. The gams popn-
lar gpirit of fair play ngains!. partisan perse-
cution contributed to the increase of the vote
for Jackson in 1532, although the bank (ues-
tion was the controllivg igsue in that canvass,
Passing over the intervening elections for the
present, in turning to that of 1552 we have a
lesson of a character totally different from
that of 1528, (General Scott, the first soldier
of his day, the hero of Chippewa, Lundy's
Lane, in the war of 1812 aud of Vera Cruoz
and all the bloody battles around the city of
Mexico in the war of 1846-7, as a Presidential
candidate was overwhelmingly beaten in 1852
by a New Hampshire county court lawyer and
local politician. Axd how ! Because, while
Greeley and his abolition faction of the Whig
party could do nothing better than “split npon
the platform' of Scott, which was the same
as that of Pierce, the Demoocrata fought their
battle gquarely vwpom the great compromise
measures of peace on the slavery question
embraced in that platform and won the day.
Scandalous personal abuse and libels on tha
character of Geuneral Scott were gemerally
avoided, and his personal causs aud claims
were damaged ovnly by his own improdent
speeches and letters, drawbacks which are not
likely to damage General Grant.

Here, then, are two very important lessons
for our Democratic politicians—in the first
election of Jackson in 1528, and io the defeat
of Scott in 1502, In the one case against a
meritorious soldier we see that personal calunm-
nies and abuse only served to enlarge his
olaims in the estimation of the peopls; in the
other cage we see that against the highest mili-
tary claims great public measures of necessity
avd sound policy will prevail, if no gensral
attempt is made to reduce the military candi-
date to the level of a ruffian, a butcher, a
pretender, an jgnoramus or & druonkard, Com-
mon gense, one wounld think, ought to have
prevailed with the Democrats in persaadin
them to fight this fight not against Genarlﬁ
Grant, but against the measures and principles
of his party, in view of the elsction of 1852;
but they seem determined upon & repetition of
the foolish course of personal abuse against
Jackson which swamped the party of Adams
in 1828,

The Ku-Kiux Demoeraey.

A short time ago we published an article de-
gigned to show that the epirit which now
actuates the National Demowratio party is
essentially one with that which animates the
lawless and barbaron Ku-Klux Klan of the
South. Since that article was published ths
manifestations of that party spirit in varions
parts of the country have confirmed all its
statements and inferences. The attacks on
processions of Republicans in this and other
cities, and the assaulls made upon well-
known Republlcans in various portions of the
North, indicate that the sentiments of Frank
Blair, and Wade Hampton, and Benjamin
Hill, and Forrest, the butcher of negroes, are
pervadiog the rank and file of the party every-
where,

But the details given in onr dispatches,
published this moruing, of the dangerous
nature and illegal aims of & secret organiza-
tion of great strengith, wide extent, and
thorongh discipline, already formed in Mis-
gonri, for the purpose of carrying that State
for Seymour and Blair in spite of law, and in
contempt of loyalty, afford the most direct and
palpable evidence of the correctness of the
views already expressed by us. This plot,

It is a formidable and alarm-
ing plot against the lbertiea upon which re-
publican institutions are based. It demands
thoughtful attention, and immediate, deter-
mined action. LElther the laws must bs main-
tained, or the country will become another
Mexico, cnrsed with anarchy, without security
of life or property, without liberty of spesch,
or freedom u} political action, Luet every pa-
triotie eitizen discountenancs these sohemes of
lawlessness, and by bis vote in the cowing
vlections npmistekably pronpnnes his econ-

demnation of the party which resorta to such
